SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Rural  District  has  3 parishes,  Elstree,  Shenley 
and  Ridge. 

The  parish  of  Ridge  and  small  part  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  parish  of  Shenley  and  the  rest  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company. 

I am  indebted  to  the  above-mentioned  companies  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  water  supplied  to  the  district. 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

2.  1,085  samples  of  raw  water  were  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  were 
variable . 

3,036  samples  of  supply  water  we re  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  were 
very  satisfactory. 

500  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  variable. 

515  samples  of  supply  water  were  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

3.  Before  distribution  the  supply  water  is  chlorinated 
and  partially  de chlorinated.  Part  of  the  supply 
water  is  also  filtered  and  most  of  it  is  submitted 
to  softening. 

A.  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvent . 

5*  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  with  the 
exception  of  one  isolated  house  in  the  parish  of 
Ridge  which  has  a water  supply  from  a private  well. 

The  water  from  the  well  was  submitted  to  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

6.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  less 
than  0.1  part  per  million.  The  Council  has  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  to  require  the  addition  of 
fluoride  to  drinking  water  throughout  the  country 
where  the  naturally  occurring  amount  is  insufficient. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  are 
served  by  drains  connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  of  the  South- 
Test  Herts  Main  Drainage  Authority,  the  sewage  being  treated 
at  Rickmansworth.  There  are  small  treatment  works  within  the 
district  at  Catherine  Bourne  and  Bell  Lane,  Shenley  and  at 
Watford  Road,  Els tree. 

75  private  septic  tank  disposal  units  at  farms  and 
isolated  dwellings  were  desludged  twice  during  the  year.  The 
work  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  St. Albans  Rural 
District  Council. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  water- 
closets  has  now  been  reduced  to  6.  Some  of  these  dwellings  are 
unfit  but  efforts  are  continuing  to  persuade  the  owners  of  the 
other  properties  to  provide  improved  sanitary  facilities. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

flouse  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  of  the 
District  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor) , and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  the  site  of  the  disused  sewage  works  at  Moor  Mills,  Park 
Street,  Nr.  St. Albans. 

Paper  sacks  instead  of  dustbins  are  now  used  through- 
out the  district. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Elstree 
Rural  District,  but  the  Council  have  plans  for  the  provision 
of  an  indoor  pool  at  Borehamwood. 

CLEAN  AIR 


The  area  between  the  Barnet  By-Pass  and  Furzehill  Road, 
from  Shenley  Road  and  Elstree  Way  southwards  to  the  district 
boundary  is  nov;  subject  to  Smoke  Control  and  the  Council  intend 
to  extend  the  area  by  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  until  the 
whole  of  Borehamwood  is  included. 


RODENT  CONTROL

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Lighting  Survey,  1963 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  requested  (L-.A.  Giro. 9 Supplement 
No.l)  that  local  authorities  carry  out  a survey  of  lighting  during 
the  last  3 months  of  19&5  ancl-  that  readings  be  taken  during  the 
month  of  November  with  the  aid  of  a photometer. 

I am  pleased  to  report  on  the  lighting  conditions  for  this 
district : - 

Nowhere  was  there  observed  any  particular  deficiency  of  light 
which  elicited  complaints  from  employees  and  neither  were  there  any 
complaints  of  glare  or  excessive  lighting  from  persons  employed  to 
work  in  premises  where  these  conditions  seem  to  exist. 

Fluorescent  lighting  was  found  to  be  used  almost  exclusively, 
but  was  not  always  popular,  and  there  was  a tendency  to  equate  light 
intensity  with  heat  in  the  more  brightly  lit  premises,  particularly 
offices. 

Observations  and  interviews  show  that  the  intensity  of  light 
used  in  retail  premises  is  determined  deliberately  as  a matter  of 
sales  policy,  notably  Supermarkets  and  television  dealers  who  can 
demonstrate  a definite  relationship  between  sales  and  lighting.  It 
is  also  true  in  that  restaurants,  particularly  those  of  better 
quality,  low  lighting  is  used  to  simulate  privacy. 

Human  beings  appear  to  be  tolerant  of  quite  large  variations 
in  the  intensity  of  light  under  which  they  work,  provided  that  the 
lighting  is  uniform  and  there  are  no  sharp  contrasts.  Shop  staff 
felt  no  discomfort  under  illuminating  level  of  100  lumens  per  square 
foot,  neither  did  the  staff  of  an  adjoining  shop  at  12  lumens  per 
square  foot.  However,  the  Managerial  staff  of  a supermarket, 
constantly  moving  between  a sales  area  at  83  lumens  per  square  foot 
and  a stockroom  at  10  lumens  per  square  foot  were  prone  to  headaches 
which  may  have  been  connected  with  the  chan  es  of  lighting. 

It  is  perhaps  significant  that  the  intensity  of  light 
provided  varies  not  so  much  between  individual  shops  as  between  ■ 
differing  trades.  This  argues  an  appreciation  of  the  uses  of 
lighting  on  part  of  employers  and  businessmen. 

No  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  have  been  noted  and 
neither  were  there  any  instances  of  excessive  glare,  therefore 
it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  recommend  any  specific  standard 
of  lighting  to  owners  or  occupiers. 

During  the  month  of  November  office  premises  were  visited 
and  readings  taken,  using  pocket  photometers  similar  to  those  of 
the  factory  inspectors.  Results  are  given  below: - 

less  than  5 = Nil 

5 but  less  than  10  = Nil 
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10  but  less  than  15  = 1 
15  but  less  than  25  =2 
More  than  25  = l4 

In  general,  observations  have  shown  the  level  of 
illumination  in  stockrooms  to  be  about  half  that  in  the 
selling  areas.  There  are  exceptions  of  course,  particularly 
where  extra  lighting  is  used  in  the  sales  area  as  an  inducement 
to  customers.  In  such  cases  the  difference  can  be  as  much  as 
eight  time's.  Comparisons  of  this  sort  can  however  be  misleading 
since  if  the  lighting  of  the  stockrooms  be  adequate,  the  fact  that 
the  sales  area  is  :ix"  times  brighter  is  of  little  moment.

There  are  about  a hundred  houses  in  the  district  which  lack 
bathrooms  and  other  amenities,  steady  progress  is  being  made  but 
it  could  be  much  speedier  if  more  owners  of  tenanted  houses  would 
take  advantage  of  the  offer  of  Improvement  Grants.

One  privately  owned  multiple  caravan  site  which  had 
accommodation  for  40  caravans  was  allowed  to  run  down  during 
the  year.  The  land  being  redeveloped  as  permanent  housing 
accommodation.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  by  the 
caravan  occupiers  in  finding  alternative  sites. 

There  are  now  two  privately  owned  multiple  caravan 
sites  in  the  district,  accommodating  60  caravans.  The 
municipal  caravan  site  has  10  caravans  and  there  are  6 caravans 
on  individual  licensed  sites. 


The  countryside  in  this  district  attracts  caravan 
dwellers  of  all  types  and  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  a continual 
inspection  of  the  area  so  that  unlicensed  land  is  not  used  for 
this  purpose.  VJith  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  we  have  been 
able  to  prevent  unauthorised  caravans  and  the  nuisances  which 
arise  therefrom.

There  are  169  premises  in  the  district  where  food 
is  prepared  for  sale,  or  sold,  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
to  the  public.
